The President said that he could 
not ignore the disclosures at con 
gressioual hearings of corruption, 
racketeering and abuse of trust 
and power in the labor-manage 
ment field. 
“ Union officials — mo*t whom 
are decent, honest Americans — 
are doing much to eliminate the 
few in the ranks of organized labor 
who are corrupt,” the President 
said 
But he said voluntary action by 
labor unions is not enough to pro­ 
tect the rights of the individual 
worker and maintain the integrity 
of trade unionism. The public, he 
said, must be reassured that un 
ion welfare funds and treasuries 
are being used to advance work 
e rs’ welfare. 
Right-to-Work Law 
The President also said »work 
ing 
people should 
be 
protected 
from deals between labor leaders 
and employers which jeopardize 
their welfare. 
He said laws are needed to in 
sure democracy in unions and to 
prevent the “ exercise of coercive 
power” by either unions or em 
ployers which affect the rights of 
innocent third parties.

The members were not named 
nor did the report say how many 
accepted the favors 
Staff experts made the charges 
in a secret report to Subcommit 
tee Chairman Morgan M. Moulder 
(D MO.) dated Jan. 4 
A copy of 
the report was made ''available to

The document, mouuMUg thai the 


subcommittee begin its probe with 
12 days of hearings on the FCC 
alone, has thrown the subcommit 
tee into a turmoil. 
The suheom 
mittee also is looking into five oth 
cr government regulatory agencies. 


Lively discussions were held be­ 
hind closed doors by the group 
twice earlier this month, it was 
reported. 
On a 6-3 vote it finally 
was decided to proceed with hear 
ings on a general basis rather than 
singling out the FCC. 
But there were signs the matter 
may be thrashed out later when 
subcommittee 
rn e rn b e r s 
get a 
chance to cross-examine FCC wit­ 
nesses. 


Bernard Schwartz, chief counsel 
and staff director for the subcom 
mittee, said in a letter accompany 
ing the report to Moulder that it 
t wa* designed aa a “guide” in sched­ 


uling the forthcoming hearings. 
Schwartz said the hearings should 
begin with the FCC because "more 
interest and concern” has been ex­ 
pressed in its operations in recent 
years than in those of “almost any 
other regulatory agency.”

There used to hr some attrac­ 
tive and very neat theories to ex 
rlain the ebb and flow of political 
fortune for the major parties rn 
this country.

A favorite notion was that there 
were cycles of conservative and 
liberal tenure in office, with the 
people swinging like a predictable 
pendulum from one to the other 
The early years of the Roosevelt 
regim e seemed to lend credence 
to the theory, coming ax they did 
in sequel to a long conservative 
Republican stand 
But thereafter things grew lf'* 
neat 
With chances in the rom 
Flexion of Congress and with the 
approach of World 
War ll. the 
Roosevelt 
regime itself took on 
a considerable tinge of con.serva 
tism. 
In 1938 the Now Deal died 
as an active, moving force 
But the Democrats rode on in 
the saddle, through the war, thru 
all sorts of swings of public senti­ 
ment. until finally they wore un 
seated in the Korean war 
The

at Brownsville burned on the very 
early morning of Janua ry IU, 1841 
exactly 25 years from th*’ day on 
which the county was established 
Although the sear ch tieing made 
at tho time was for other informa 
lion, recurring entries concerning 
the poor kept coming to attention 
Frequently similar entries in the 
records of other counties were re 
called and there, along with the 
records found in Ja ckson county, 
should be enough to convince al 
most anyone that “ the good old 
d a y s” really were not s>, good, es 
peed)My to the poor—and they were

From time to time in the rec 
ords of ea rlier counties there are 
entries 
showing

the county 
commissioners court, consisting in

A somewhat different aspect of 
the nine years care of the poor 
is shown by an entry for March, 
1836. when John Sheard, by order

“ bound out" to Jam es Osburn un­ 
til the age of 21. 
John w as “ to 
serve Osburn good and faithfully” 
and. in addition to food, clothing 
and shelter. John was to receive 
nine months of schooling — three 
months 
as 
soon

convenient, 
three more when \ j years old and 
an additional three when 20 year* 
old. 
At the end of his services 
John also was to receive two new 
suits of comm on clothing and one 
suit of fine leans or c a b in e t which­ 
ever he may 
prefer, or a good 
horse, 
saddle 
and 
bridle to the 
worth of $50. 
The county records are indeed 
a rich source of information to 
those interested 
in the c o m m o n ­ 
place life of an earl ier time 
En 
tries like the ones cited could go 
on indefinitely 
They might how­ 
ever. shatter ones belief in “ the 
good old days ”
